LEGISLATION  UNDER  THE  30-DAY  RULE 


(Not  to  be  considered  at  this  meeting) 

Rule  5.40  provides  that  when  an  ordinance  or  resolution  is  introduced  which  would  CREA  TE  OR 
REVISE  MAJOR  CITY  POLICY,  the  committee  to  which  the  legislation  is  assigned  shall  not 
consider  the  legislation  until  at  least  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  introduction.  The  provisions  of 
this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  the  routine  operations  of  the  departments  of  the  City  or  when  a  legal 
time  limit  controls  the  hearing  timing.  In  general,  the  rule  shall  not  apply  to  hearings  to 
consider  subject  matter  when  no  legislation  has  been  presented,  nor  shall  the  rule  apply  to 
resolutions  which  simply  URGE  action  to  be  taken.

In  general,  the  rule  shall  not  apply  to  hearings  to 
consider  subject  matter  when  no  legislation  has  been  presented,  nor  shall  the  rule  apply  to 
resolutions  which  simply  URGE  action  to  be  taken.

Know  Your  Rights  Under  The  Sunshine  Ordinance 

Government's  duty  is  to  serve  the  public,  reaching  its  decision  in  fiill  view  of  the  public.  Commissions,  boards, 
councils  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the  people's  business.  The  Sunshine 
Ordinance  assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the 
people's  review.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  w  ill  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a  document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remo\  e  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

This  ordinance 
assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's 
review.
